The City Couucii of the Uity of 
Earlingtou, Kentucky, do ordain 
'as foliowa : 

1. That before engaging in 
tlu> nrcnp;\tion of pelliog by re- 
tail what 18 comtnoaly culled 
Soft Drinki; and before enffiw- 
ii)g in the occupation of aelHiii; 
by retail, ci'ier, tlie person, part- 
nership or corporation desiring 
to do ao shah prncdre a lioeniii 
and pay an annual tax thereon 
of .fl 00. Provided, however, 
that no license shall be required 
to sell %{der, by the m*ker there- 
of, in qnantitiei not to be drunk 
at the tiino 'Uid not to drunk 
ou the premises of tbe person ao 
selliogk 

2. Any peraon found gnilty of 
Violating this ordinance shall be 

deemed fiuilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall b^ 
fined not leas than too nor mora 
than one hundred dollars for each 
offence; and each sale shall con- 
stitute a seperate offence. 

8. No spcb license shall be 
granted except npoo written ap- 
plication to the Oity Oouocil 
ppeeifyitig the name of theappli- 
cdut, dud, if a partnership, tbe 
name of each partner in the firm, 
aud the particulur house wherein 
such business ks to be conducted, 
aud tiie room or rooms of the 
houses in wbiuh said basiness li 
proposed to be conducted. The 
applic;\ut shall satisfy the City 
Uouucil that be is of ^ood moral 
character and will keep an or- 
derly law abiding hoase. 

4. Said license shall be gran- 
ted only for one vear and shall 
at all times be sabjeut to revoca- 
tion or caneellation at the will of 
the City Council without notice 
and without refunding any part 
of the license tax or fees. 

6. Brery person who shall ob- 
tain a license to retail sach soft 
drinks or cider within the City 
shall, at the time same is gran- 
ted, enter into bond with good 
surety, payable to the Oity in 
tbe kiim of 1600 to be approved 



by the Oity Ooanoil, in snbstance 
as follows:* 

•'Whereas, 

has been granted license to re- 
tail soft drinks and elder in the 
City of Earliogton, Kwbttiiky, 
for tlio period of one year from 

this date : Now, we 

and his 

snreliieB do hereby covenant to 
and with the said Oity of Earl- 
ingtou that the said..'.....* 

during tbe period that the; said 
license JtecKains, in foroe, will 
keep an orderly lnw-abidiii;: 
house, and that he will not suf 
fer or permit any gaming or auy 
scandalons or disorderly coodnct 
or behavior in his house; and 
that he will uot sell, Kive, fur 
nish or otherwise dispose of auy 
spiritoas, vinons or malt liqnors, 
or permit any such spirituous, 
viuous or malt liquors to' be 
drunk in his place of basinass; 
and opon tbe breaeh of this bond 
he will pay to the said eiity the 
penal sum of iJoOO. 

"Witness our hands this the 
• V ... • day of. .•••». .... 10. . . 

And the said license shall be of 
no effect until said bond is exe- 
cuted and approved. 

6. In any person to whom said 
license has been granted, shall 
be indicted in any court or ar- 
rested upon a warrant issued 
from any court, of suffering any 
t;aiiiiiii: or anv scandalous or dis- 
orderly behavior or couduct in 
bis house or of selling, giving or 
furuishinK any spirituous, vinous 
or malt liquors (such offense 
committed or acts done while 
said license is in force) such con- 
victions shall be conclusive evi- 
dence of a breach of the said 
bond, and it shall be forthwith 
proceeded upon by suit in any 
court having jourisdiction, And 
further upon such conviction the 
Oity Oooncil shall caneel said 
license, and thereafter said lic- 
ense shall be void and of no ef- 
fect. 

Tbe foregoine ordinance shall 
be and become in full force and 
effect on «nd after its adoption, 
approval and publication.
